third city of Russia and the goal to­ 
ward which G erm an arm ies In the 
east have been striving since October 
is a t last in the throes of abandon­ 


m e n t 
The Germans in overwhelming num ­ 
bers are a t the gates, and dispatches 
from W arsaw and Perograd say th at 
further resistance would be unwise. 
T he fall of the city is expected 
hourly, and the problem is to move 
the Russian arm ies in ta c t threatened 
as they are from the south by Austro- 
German forces and more 
seriously 
from the north, where the Germans 
who have sw ept through Poland are 
aiming at the railway from W arsaw 
to Petrograd. 
This 
latter 
menace, 
the 
British 
press admits, is imminent, and in the 
allied countries the hope is not for 
W arsaw but for the 
continued co­ 
hesion of the Russian army. 
The W arsaw postofflce has already 
been shifted to some point eastward 
and presumably for days the soldiers 
have been stripping the city of every­ 
thing of military value. 
German aviators are hovering over 
the city and plans are •completed for 
re triumphal entry of the Germ an 
emperor and empress. 
In the west there is little to break 
the m o n o to n y of bombarding and m in­ 
ing, from the North sea to the Swiss 
| frontier.

W hat to do with H uerta is now a 
problem which greatly troubles Uncle 
Sam. 
The ex-dictator is in jail, but 
cannot be kept there always, and it 
is doubtful if a case can be made 
against him. The accompanying pic­ 
tures were taken in El Paso a t the 
time when Huerta and Orozco were 
held for the grand jury. 
Both were 
given liberty under bail, but Orozco 
escaped and Huerta was re-arrested 
and jailed. 
Orozco is one of H u erta’s best 
friends. Their friendship sprang out 
of the bitterest enmities th a t have 
ever characterized the Mexican revo­ 
lutionary w arfare. 
Orozco revolted 
against 
Madero 
in 
March, 
1912. 
Huerta, distrusted by Madero, was 
then a general without a command. 
Orozco captured Juarez and then be­ 
gan a trium phant march on Chihua­ 
hua. 
Madero sent his w ar minister

He was unsuccess­ 
ful in battle and was killed.

H uerta was sent against Orozco.
